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Mum scours pharmacies in search of swine flu drug 


THE mother of a 12-year-old girl suffer¬ 
ing from swine flu said she was shocked 
that only one chemist in Harlow has 
stocks of the antiviral drug Tamiflu. 

It is understood at least three children 
in the town have been taken ill after 
showing symptoms. All three have been 
prescribed Tamiflu and are recovering at 
home. 

The mother, who lives at Church 
Langley, said it had been an “absolute 
nightmare” getting hold of the drug for 


her daughter who had complained of a 
severe headache and fever. 

“It just seems a bit ridiculous to only 
have one chemist in Harlow stocking the 
drug when they are not confirming cases 
any more,” she said. “There’s going to be 
a long queue outside that chemist if it 
spreads like they say it will.” 

A spokesman for West Essex Primary 
Care Trust said only four chemists in its 
area were stocking the medication but 
added that if the number of cases rises 


availability will be reviewed. 

Meanwhile, some parents of pupils at 
Milwards Primary School, where two 
pupils have shown symptoms of the 
virus, have voiced concern at the deci¬ 
sion to keep the school open. 

One who contacted the Star said: 
“Seeing as we are only two weeks until 
summer holidays, wouldn’t it be respon¬ 
sible act for the school to close? Why is 
it acceptable for other schools in the 
country to close but not ours?” 


Another added: “It just seems a bit 
irresponsible of the school to stay open 
given the situation.” 

Essex County Council confirmed 
schools are being advised not to close 
because of individual cases of swine flu. 
# THE number of people turning up at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital with sus¬ 
pected swine flu is low, according to a 
spokesman. Only a few patients com¬ 
plaining of symptoms are said to have 
turned up at A&E in the past few days.

A MOTHER-of-three tried to suffo¬ 
cate her husband, who suffers from 
the degenerative condition Motor 
Neurone Disease, while their three- 
year-old son sat in a car outside 
their Harlow home, a court heard 
this week. 

Tracey Rofifey, of Sheldon Close, first 
used a pillow and when that did not work 
it is alleged she placed a carrier bag over 
his head, a jury at Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told. 

Mrs Roffey denies the attempted murder of 
her husband Gary (37), who was a £28,000 a 
year IT worker before being struck down by the 
disease which has left him immobile from the 
neck down. 

Richard Kelly, prosecuting, said the couple 
had been married for 15 years and had three 
children when Mr Roffey was diagnosed MND 
in May 2006. 

They moved to Harlow in 2007 and convert¬ 
ed the garage of their home at Church Langley 
to a bedroom. By November 2008 Mr Roffey's 
condition had deteriorated significantly, said Mr 
Kelly. 

Carers attended the house regularly and he 
had gone into respite care a number of times. 

Mr Kelly said that on the day she tried to kill 
her husband, Mrs Roffey took two of their chil¬ 
dren to school. She then returned to the house

and, while Mr Roffey was “dozing off” in bed, 
she placed a pillow over his head. 

“Originally Mr Roffey thought it was a bur¬ 
glar but caught glimpses of her coat,” said Mr 
Kelly. He said Mr Roffey pleaded for his life, 
telling her he loved her and she would go to 
prison if she killed him. She, however, is 
alleged to have told him she could no longer 
stand to live like they were any more. 

Mr Kelly said that Mr Roffey had become 
very weak and quiet. When his wife realised 
the pillow was not working she held a bag 
tightly around his neck, telling him that she 
loved him and did not want to do it but she 
couldn’t bear to see him suffer any more. 

“He struggled for air and tried to put his 
tongue through the bag but blacked out,” said 


Mr Kelly. “It all lasted about 15-20 minutes. 

Soon afterwards two carers arrived and, real¬ 
ising he had a problem contacted the ambu¬ 
lance service. 

Mr Kelly said that both Mrs Roffey and her 
husband had believed that if he died she would 
receive a £350,000 insurance payout. 

On Tuesday Mr Roffey took the oath from a 
wheelchair next to the witness box and then 
confirmed a recorded statement he made to 
police in which he descibed how his wife 
placed the pillow over him. 

“She tried to stop me breathing, then 
dropped the pillow and put a Next bag over my 
head to kill me. She was trying to suffocate me. 
I felt myself drifting away.” 

The hearing continues.

Initial designs for the hugely-anticipated 
makeover of the town centre’s neglected north 
side finally go on public display today 
(Thursday) at the former Dorothy Perkins store 
in Broad Walk.

The ambitious scheme could 
create up to 4,000 new jobs 
and includes plans for a new 
hotel, market place, leisure 
multiplex and bus station, with 
a department store and 
supermarket pencilled in to 
take up some of a proposed 
450,000 sq.ft, of retail space. 
New homes, underground car 
parking and a revamped 
library and Terminus House 
also form part of the 
proposals, while a new theatre 
is provisionally planned for 
West Gate. It means The 
Playhouse could ultimately be 
redeveloped into further 
housing. 

New buildings will be 
constructed using a range of 
sustainable materials, while 
green roofs, solar water 
heating and enhanced waste 
management and recycling 
facilities will help reduce the 
development’s impact on the 
environment.

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Bombing victim remembered at park memorial 


A HARLOW woman killed in the 
7/7 terror attacks in London has 
been remembered at the unveil¬ 
ing of an official memorial. 

Anne Moffatt (48), who lived 
in Old Harlow, was head of mar¬ 
keting and communications for 
Girlguiding UK when she and 51 
other people lost their lives in 
four separate explosions on 
Underground trains and buses on 
July 7, 2007. 

She died when a bomb was 
detonated at Aldgate station. 


Prince Charles, the Duchess of 
Cornwall and Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown led the tributes to 
the victims when the memorial 
was unveiled in Hyde Park on 
Tuesday. 

It features 52 stainless steel 
columns, each one representing 
one of those who lost their lives. 

A stainless steel plaque on 
which the names of the dead have 
been inscribed has been placed in 
the grass banks at the eastern end 
of the memorial. 



Man (62) appears in 
court on GBH charge 

A MAN has appeared at court charged with 
causing grievous bodily harm during an assault 
which left a 60-year-old man suffering severe 
head injuries. 

Dennis Clarke (62), of Hobtoe Road, Harlow, was 
remanded in custody when appeared before 
Harlow magistrates on Thursday. The case will be 
heard at Chelmsford Crown Court in September. 
The alleged assault happened at about 2am on 
June 30 near to The Shark pub in Hodings Road. 
The injured man was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital before being transferred to Queen’s 
Hospital in Romford. 


Funeral 'delays' 
adding to grief 
of the bereaved 


THE funerals of scores of 
people who die in Harlow 
are being delayed by as 
much as three weeks because 
of red tape and bureaucracy, 
it was claimed this week. 

Humanist celebrant Graham 
Ward, who conducts non reli¬ 
gious ceremonies at Harlow’s 
Parndon Wood Crematorium, 
spoke out after dealing with a 
number of bereaved families 
who had been caused additional 
distress because of the problem. 

In one case he said a woman who 
died on June 3 was not buried until 
16 days later. In another instance the 
funeral of a person who passed way 
on May 8 was not held until June 3. 

Mr Ward is now is calling for 
urgent action to be taken to change 
the system. 

“When someone dies and the

cause of death is not clear and further 
investigation may be required, the 
matter is referred to the coroner and 
this is where the problem lies,” he 
said this week. 

“The coroners’ department, which 
used to be the responsibility of the 
police, is now under Essex County 
Council. Details of the deceased are 
sent to the office where I understand 
they are dealt with in a date of death 
order. 

“The problem with this is it may be 
five days before they come to the per¬ 
son who has died today - and then a 
decision is made as to whether a 
medical certificate can be issued or 
further investigation is required. 

“Bereaved families are kept in 
limbo whilst these decisions are 
made. As a result of this it causes 


considerable delay in arranging the 
funeral because, without the medical 
certificate, the registrar cannot issue 
a death certificate. 

“The result of this is that funerals 
are sometimes taking place three 
weeks or so after the person has 
died.” 

Mr Ward added: “The current sys¬ 
tem doesn’t work so something must 
be done about it. It is no good people 
saying they are working on it. Urgent 
action is required now.” 

Essex County Council said the 
delays had been caused because of a 
high number of referred cases. 

“This had resulted in cases taking 
longer to be assessed but it has been 
addressed and it should not be taking 
longer than a week for bodies to be 
released unless there are exceptional 
circumstances involved,” said a 
spokesman. 

He added that the county council 
was committed to making the service 
as efficient as possible.

Leg it, there's a scary spider behind the bins! 


A HARLOW family got a nasty 
shock when they found a venomous 
eight-legged visitor lurking behind 
their bins. 

Mark and Heather Robinson, of 
Longfield, discovered the poisonous 
false widow spider when they were 
putting out their household waste for 
recycling last Wednesday evening. 

Mr Robinson recognised the 
creepy-crawly from stories in the 
national press about the rise in sight¬ 
ings of the Black Widow’s tamer 
cousin reported across the south of 
England. He caught it to have it iden¬ 


tified by the Essex Field Club. 

“I knew this was not your average 
household spider so I took extra care 
when capturing it as I’d heard it can 
give you a nasty bite,” he said. 

“I’d read stories about people react¬ 
ing badly to its venom so I was deter¬ 
mined not to let it get into the house 
and bite the dog or one of my kids.” 

Although the spiders, which are 
roughly the size of a 20 pence piece, 
are direct relatives of the potentially 
lethal Black Widow, their venom is 
much less potent and unlikely to 
cause any serious complications. 


However, some people have suf¬ 
fered allergic reactions includ¬ 
ing one woman who was kept 
in intensive care for 26 hours 
after being bitten in her 
sleep. 

Peter Harvey, of the Essex 
Field Club, said the speci¬ 
men was most likely a 
female false widow. “It is 
considered harmless to 
humans, although any large spi¬ 
der should be treated with some 
respect and not handled with bare 
hands or squeezed,” he added.

Elderly to pay £8 for

service 


SCORES of elderly and vulner¬ 
able people who do not live in 
sheltered accommodatiom will 
have to fork out more than £30 
a month for a vital support 
service which up until now has 
been free. 

Under proposals agreed by coun¬ 
cillors, residents who have signed up 
to the Outreach service will pay a 
weekly charge of £8.41 for the pro¬ 
gramme. 

Harlow Council said the fee has been 
introduced in order to fund the expanding

service. But the move, which is expected 
to raise an extra £10,000 a year, has been 
criticised by Harlow Pensioners’ Action 
Association chairman Les Coben as unre¬ 
alistic. 

“I just don’t know where the council 
thinks the pensioners will be able to find 
an extra £8 or so a week,” he said. “That is 
a lot of money to come out of pensions a 
month and it just goes to show the people 
in charge of this town have no idea how 
ordinary people live.” 


As well as an emergency alarm system, 
service users will now also receive main¬ 
tenance of the equipment, an emergency 
response from a sheltered housing officer 
when local family members are unavail¬ 
able as well as regular visits by an officer 
on a weekly, fortnightly or monthly basis 
depending on need. 

Residents receiving housing benefit 
will not have to pay the charge. 

The scheme was introduced in 2006 to 
give people independence in their own 
homes but independent funding has come 
under increasing pressure. 

The charge was agreed by members of 
the council’s housing committee on 


Thursday. It follows on from a review of 
the council’s sheltered housing scheme 
which highlighted the need to bolster out¬ 
reach and floating support schemes. 

Lee Dangerfield, chairman of the hous¬ 
ing committee, said: “This scheme was 
running as a pilot from 2006 and funded 
by the Supporting People Programme. 

“Now we want to officially formalise 
the service and expand it but due to the 
budget for the programme it can’t be fund¬ 
ed in the same way. 

“By introducing a charge it will not 
only enable the service to continue at an 
enhanced level but also expand for more 
people in the town to benefit.”

Parents' anguish 
over baby's birth

THE parents of a boy found 
to have potentially perma¬ 
nent brain damage after his 
birth have accused hospital 
chiefs of ignoring their 
repeated requests for infor¬ 
mation. 

Tests on Michael Day and 
Stacey Dixon’s son, Louis, show¬ 
ed that two parts of his brain were 
not functioning properly after he 
was delivered at Harlow’s Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital in May. 

The hospital is currently carrying 
out an investigation into the circum¬ 
stances of the birth which it said 
involved “complications”. 

But Mr Day (33) said he and his 
partner (25), of Holly Field, Harlow, 
have had virtually no contact with 
the hospital since they were sent 
home weeks ago. 

“We just feel as though now they 
have got us out the door they have 
forgotten about us and have washed 
their hands of us,” he told the Star 
this week. 

“I have called the hospital myself 
and have been told that all the infor¬ 
mation from people who need to be 
spoken to has not been collected yet 
and it could be another four months. 

“You would think that with some¬ 
thing as serious as this they would 
speak to who they have got to speak 
to in a day or two.” 

He added: “There has been no 
communication since then and we 
just don’t know what to do. I know 
the wheels turn slowly but this has 
just been so upsetting.”

Louis was bom at the hospital on 
May 18. Initial scans showed two 
parts of his brain were not function¬ 
ing as they should and may never 
recover. 

His parents have been told he 
could suffer learning difficulties or 
even cerebral palsy. 

“This has just been such an emo¬ 
tional last few weeks in which we 
have wanted support from the hospi¬ 
tal but not felt as though we are get¬ 
ting it,” said Mr Day. 


“I just think the whole way we 
have been dealt with is appalling. 
We are devastated.” 

A PAH spokesman confirmed an 
investigation is under way. 

“It is true there were complica¬ 
tions with the birth and we are now 
conducting an investigation, as is 
the normal course, and reviewing 
the case,” he said. 

“We will be in contact with the 
mother in due course once the inves¬ 
tigation is complete.” 


Attacker threatened to throw 
'friend' under wheels of train 


TWO men have been jailed 
for an attack during which 
a recovering dmg addict 
was threatened with being 
thrown under a train. 

Nigel Walters (25), of 
Fullers Mead, Harlow, and 
Ricky Sheridan (29), of 
Challinor, Harlow, admit¬ 
ted assault causing actual 
bodily harm when they 
appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court. 

Walters was jailed for 22 
weeks and Sheridan for 20 
weeks. 

Richard Wood, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the assault hap¬ 
pened at a train station 
after Walters asked the vic¬ 


tim, who he had known for 
four years, for some dmgs. 

When the victim said he 
had no drugs on him, 
Walters became angry and 
threatened to throw him 
under a train. 

Mr Wood said Sheridan 
then became involved in 
the confrontation, helping 
Walters to bundle the vic¬ 
tim into public toilets and 
repeatedly punching and 
kicking him. The victim 
suffered a black eye and 
bruising. 

Jane Oldfield, represent¬ 
ing Walters, said he and the 
victim saw each other reg¬ 
ularly before and after the 


incident and were still 
friendly. He denied he 
kicked him. 

She said the attack was a 
“spur of the moment 
thing”. 

Ms Oldfield said 
Walters had first started 
taking drugs at the age of 
12 and had been battling 
with a drug addiction for 
many years. 

Sheridan also admitted 
three offences of supplying 
heroin and crack cocaine to 
an undercover police offi¬ 
cer in September last year 
and asked for 29 other 
offences which were com¬ 
mitted between April 2006 


and November 2008 - 
mostly shoplifting - to be 
taken into consideration. 

He was jailed for 16 
months for each of the 
drug offences - the sen¬ 
tences to run concurrently 
but consecutive to the five 
months he received for the 
assault, making a total of 
21 months. 

The court heard that 
Sheridan is already serv¬ 
ing an 18-month prison 
term for supplying drugs 
and shoplifting. The latest 
sentence will start immedi¬ 
ately and run concurrently 
with the one he is currently 
serving.

BLUEPRINTS for a 
major road scheme to 
reduce snarl-ups at a 
notorious Harlow bottle¬ 
neck have been under 
public scrutiny this week. 

A number of exhibitions 
outlining proposals to widen 
the A414 from the Mil 
roundabout to Southern Way 
have been staged throughout 
the town to give residents the 
chance to voice their views. 

The £9.9m project, which is 
planned for completion in 2011, 
could see the road dualled and 
traffic lights installed at the 
Southern Way roundabout. 

Essex County Council, which 
is spearheading the scheme, 
hopes the changes will allow 
traffic to flow more freely along 
the road which suffers badly 
from traffic jams at peak times. 

Pedestrians and cycling cross¬ 
ings are also being improved as 
part of the proposed scheme, 
with better pavements and dedi¬ 
cated cycle paths. 

Councillor Norman Hume, 
cabinet member for highways 
and transportation at Essex

SIR, When I was the MP for Harlow 
prior to 1983, the pay was less than 
25 per cent of the present level and 
expenses very limited. It was under 
Mrs Thatcher that the use of the 
London allowance to buy flats and 
apartments was authorised.

Eight arrested as 
new police purge 
targets burglars 

POLICE have mounted a major operation 
to tackle the growing number of burglaries 
in Harlow and the surrounding districts. 

Scores of officers from the CID and traf¬ 
fic departments are involved in the purge 
which it is hoped will slash the number of 
break-ins across the western district which 
covers Harlow, Epping Forest and 
Brentwood. 

More than 250 road checks have been 
carried out, resulting in the seizure of ten 
vehicles and the arrest of eight people for 
offences including burglary, possession of 
drugs with intent to supply, drink-driving, 
fraud and theft. 

Divisional commander Chief Super¬ 
intendent Tim Stokes said: “Burglars cause 
misery to residents by causing damage to 
their homes and stealing their valuable pos¬ 
sessions. 

“I will not tolerate this or any crime hap¬ 
pening in my division and as such have 
established this operation with the aim of 
flushing out any people intent on commit¬ 
ting crime, especially burglary offences, in 
my area.”

Representatives of the local 
Co-operative jopined pupils and 
staff at Mark Hall School for the 
launch of the eco-friendly initia¬ 
tive which was funded by the 
Co-op’s Green Energy for 
Schools and the Government’s 
Low Carbon Building pro¬ 
grammes. 

The school, in First Avenue, is one 
of just 80 in the UK to benefit from 
the scheme. 

Pupils will be able to keep track 
of how much renewable energy the 
panels are generating and the 
amount of carbon dioxide they have 
saved by checking a monitor in the 
school building. 

Headteacher Jane Hadlow said: 
“We are proud to be among the 
schools leading the way on renew¬ 
able energy through this generous 
Co-operative scheme. 

“We are already working hard to 
reduce the school’s carbon footprint

Co-operative food store in Old 
Harlow, said: “This clean, silent 
technology will help educate Mark 
Hall’s pupils about green energy as 
well as reducing the school’s 
reliance on fossil fuels. 

“We hope the switch-on of these 
rooftop solar panels will give the 
whole community a jolt by sending 
out a strong message about the 
urgent need to do what we can to 
tackle climate change.”

A PHOTOGRAPH we 

published on this page a 
few weeks ago is still 
generating a healthy response 
from readers who remember 
the pond at Harlow Common. 

One of those to get in touch is Michael 
Caswell, who contacted us to say the 
photograph stirred happy memories of his 
childhood in Harlow. 

“I came to the town in 1953 with my 
parents as an only child of four years old 
from Canning Town,” he writes. “We 
arrived in the autumn and moved in to 
Perry Spring which at the time had just 
been built. 

“As kids from the slums of London, 
suddenly we were in a new world, free to 
run about and enjoy the countryside. 
Incidentally, I still have the green booklet 
issued by the development corporation 
telling us how to respect the countryside. 
“My first memory of the Common was of 
a farmer cutting the hay or grass and we 
would drag arms full of this to make a 
camp in the ditch. Then, when we were a 
little older, we could spread out and we 
suddenly found the little pond. 

“We loved fishing there with a stick and 
string. No doubt the pond was stocked 
with mini whales but they never gave up 
to us. 


“Another dare was to go scrumping. There 
was a large house, now demolished, with 
a big garden on the corner of Mill Street 
where the road now turns. 

“We found that there was a small orchard 
and, boys being ravenous, we could crawl 
through the hedge and help ourselves. 

That was until the owner caught us and 


chased us away.” 

Mr Caswell finishes his letter with this 
appeal to Star readers: “I would like to 
ask if anyone remembers the big black 
barn used as a shop in Potter Street 
opposite Larters Garage. 

“I think it was Welfords and was lit by 
large hanging lamps on the roof. I also 


want to know if anyone remembers Mrs 
Wright’s Dairy with the stables behind or 
the time the King’s Head was demolished 
or Bailey’s Yard in Red Lion Lane.”

How to cut down on food waste 


Waste food costs every household over £50 
per month, but with a few tips we could 
reduce the amount that we thrown away. 

But not every item of food can be used - for 
example meat bones- and where it cannot 
be composted at home, there will be a new 
food waste collection system coming to 
Harlow. 


Harlow's New Food Waste 
Collection 

Food waste will continue to be collected 
weekly when the new waste collection 
arrangements start from September. Every 
low rise property will be part of the new 
scheme and will receive a small kitchen 
caddy and a bucket sized bin for food waste. 



The small caddy 
is to keep in 
the kitchen and 
the larger bucket 
sized container is 
to be presented for 
collection by the 
crews. 


• Plan your meals - make a fortnightly plan 
of the meals that you'll cook and the 
items you'll need.Try to resist impulse 

buys 

• Keep essentials in the store cupboard 
such as tins and packets 

• Keep checking the use by and best 
before dates in the fridge to make sure 
items do not go out of date 

• Check portions - particularly of rice, 
pasta and potatoes. Many packets have 
suggested amounts to use per person or 
use the WRAP website calculator 

• Make the best use of your freezer. You 
can use leftovers to make your own ready 
meals to freeze 

The WRAP "Love Food Hate Waste" campaign 
website contains recipes to keep 
food waste to a minimum and tips 
for freezing (www.wrap.org.uk) 

Date details 
The difference between the dates on food 
can be confusing - so how can you tell if an 
item's safe to eat? 



The food waste will always be collected 
weekly (the day may move due to Bank 
Holiday arrangements as at present). 


You will see'use by'dates on food that 
goes off quickly, such as smoked fish, meat 
products and ready-prepared salads. 


The larger container has a lockable lid, which You could risk your health if you use any food 

in addition to the weekly collection will or drink after the end of the'use by'date on 


the label, even if it 
looks and smells 
fine.You must still 
follow cooking 
or refrigerating/ 
freezing 

instructions on the 
packaging. 

'Use by'does not 
always mean'eat 
by'. If a food can 
be frozen its life 
can be extended 
beyond the'use by'date if frozen promptly. 

Once a food with a 'use by' date on it has 
been opened,you also need to follow any 
instructions such as'eat within a week of 
opening'. But if the'use by'date is tomorrow, 
then you must use the food by the end of 
tomorrow, even if you only opened it today. 

Best before 

'Best before'dates appear on a wide range of 
frozen, dried, tinned and other foods. 

The'best before'dates are more about quality 
than safety. So when the date runs out it 
doesn't mean that the food will be harmful, 
but it might begin to lose its flavour and 
texture.The exception is eggs as harmful 
bacteria can multiply.These must be used by 
the best before date. 

And remember, the'best before'date will only 
be accurate if the food is stored according to 
the instructions on the label, such as 'store in 
a cool dry place'or'keep in the fridge once 
opened'.

Worrying time 
for UK's puffins 




SCIENTISTS are 
sticking tracking 
devices to puffins to try 
and figure out why the 
numbers of these 
distinctive seabirds are 
dropping. 

The puffin population had been 
steadily growing over the past few 
years, but last year there was a 
sudden sharp drop in numbers. 

Now researchers based on the UK's 
biggest puffin colony - the Fame 
Islands off the north-east coast of 
Britain - are attaching tiny recording 
devices to the birds in order to track 
where they go. 

It is hoped the information they gain 
can be used to figure out what might be 
causing their decline. 

A count of puffins carried out 
in 2003 showed the puffin 


population of the Fame Islands was in 
excess of 55,000 birds. But just five 
years later that that number had 
plummeted to just 36,500. 

"These tracking devices are important 
for the out-of-breeding season because 
we know very little about what the birds 
are doing,” said bird expert Dr Richard 
Bevan. 

"We have got an idea that they are 
spending their time out in the North 
Sea, but are they? Flow much time are 
they spending out there? Where are 
they going?" 

Because female puffins lay only one 
egg a year, the deaths of a large 
number of adult birds over a few years 
can badly hit the population. 

In Iceland and the Faroe Islands, puffins 
are considered a delicacy and area 
hunted for their meat and eggs.

LIGHTNING doesn’t strike twice 
for Sacha Baron Cohen in his 
eagerly-awaited follow-up to the 
smash hit Borat. 

Casting off the ill-fitting suit and 
moustache of his fictitious reporter, 
Cohen dresses to distress in figure- 
hugging hot pants and crop-tops as the 
eponymous fashionista from 
Klagenfurt, Austria. 

Bruno follows a similar template to its 


predecessor, but whereas the central 
protagonist of Borat was a lovable 
innocent abroad, Bruno is a crass, 
insolent media whore who needs to be 
taken down a peg or five. 
Disappointingly, only once in the film 
does he get his comeuppance when he 
visits a swingers' party and a 
pneumatic blonde whips him with a 
belt. As leather cracks against pasty 
flesh and a glint of genuine terror 
flashes in Cohen's eyes, we whoop 
with joy. 

Bruno is a flamboyant gay stereotype 
writ loud and crude, and we frequently 
feel grubby watching the character's 
antics. In fact the only concession to 
good taste is the decision to cut a 


scene involving LaToya Jackson and an 
attempt to steal her mobile phone to 
get brother Michael's number in light 
of the self-styled King of Pop's recent 
death. 

Occasionally Cohen hits his mark. 
Bruno's guest spot on Today With 
Richard Bay, a confessional in the style 
of Jeremy Kyle, warrants a few 
chuckles, as does a ham-fisted attempt 
to bring peace to the Middle East. 

The crowning glory is the audition for 
a children's fashion shoot. “Is your 
baby fine with lit phosphorous?” he 
asks one parent before confirming 
with another that her daughter would 
be prepared to undergo liposuction.

City slicker 


W E’VE come to expect certain 
things from Ford and the Ka 
TDCi lives up to 
expectations without exceeding 
them in the way that the original 
car managed to. 

Polished driving dynamics, great 
interior quality and reasonable 
practicality for a city car all place the 
Ka at the top of its class. The diesel 
engine is also impressive with decent 
pulling power and excellent economy 
but the cost means most buyers will 
choose petrol. 

The big question is whether the Ka 
delivers the style and desirability that 
city car buyers crave. It has a diesel 
engine these days but with the burning 
of heavy oil a notoriously hard practice 
to justify in small cars, should the 
buying public care? 

Diesel engines cost more than the petrol 
equivalents but buyers can recoup their 
extra outlay through a diesel’s better 
fuel economy and lower emissions. The 
problem that diesel city cars face is that 
such small vehicles usually only cover 
small annual mileages meaning that 
making your money back in cost 
savings can be the work of a good few 
years. 

There are tough tasks and then there’s 
the one that faced the MK2 Ford Ka. 
Ford’s city car offering was always 
going to be judged in comparison to its 
rival urban runabouts but the Ka also 
had a phenomenally successful 
predecessor to live up to. The real 
challenge was not even to eclipse the 
original Ka as it stood in its dotage. To 
be deemed a success, today’s model 
needed to emulate the impact the first 
Ka had when it exploded on to the scene 
back in 1996 and embarked on its 12- 
year dynasty. 

The Ka’s diesel engine is a 1.3-litre 
common-rail unit that’s been purloined 
from Fiat along with the Ka’s chassis. 
The same underpinnings can be found 
in the Fiat 500 and Panda models, while 
the engine pops up repeatedly in Fiat 
products as well as in a number of cars 
from Ford’s arch rival, Vauxhall. 

It’s an impressive unit with a power 
output of 74bhp and a very linear power 
delivery that irons out any trace of 
turbo lag. It’s perfectly possible to see 
how the diesel option could be preferred 
over the Ka’s 1.2-litre petrol alternative 
- it’s got extra muscle in the shape of 
145Nm of torque that’s produced from 
l,500rpm which makes for a relaxed 
drive with decent in-gear acceleration. 
The petrol offers sharper responses to 
throttle inputs, however, and is more in 
tune with the nippy, vital feel that many 
buyers expect from a citycar. 

Out on the road the Ka forces you to 
remind yourself that it’s a city car. It 
feels altogether more grown-up than 
most of the alternatives in this sector 
and the diesel engine only adds to that 
impression. 

The chassis and suspension may be 
borrowed from Fiat but Ford undertook 
a programme of revisions designed to 
instil the sharp handling that the Blue 
Oval has come to stand for. Most 
significant amongst the changes is the 
introduction of a rear anti-roll bar that 
braces the chassis and improves 
stability when cornering. The Ka 
certainly tackles twisty roads with 
genuine composure and there’s enough 
grip to confirm that it could handle a 
far more powerful engine than either of 
the units currently on offer. 

By city car standards, ride quality is 
first rate and so is refinement, although 
wind noise is noticeable at higher 
speeds. 

Along with the rest of the modern Ford 
range, it employs the Kinetic design 
themes including the trademark swept

back headlamps and the trapezoidal 
front air intake. There are elements 
carried over from the MK1 Ka around 
the rear end but from most angles, the 
effect is of a stunted Fiesta - pretty but 
nothing new or groundbreaking. 

The materials and switchgear are those 
of a far more expensive product. Ford 
has worked hard to create a funky cabin 
environment and while some elements 
such as the centre console layout are 
questionable, most of it has the desired 
effect. 

There’s an airy feel inside with an 
abundance of headroom for front seat 
occupants and space for a couple of six 
footers to occupy the rear without doing 
themselves a mischief. The array of 
storage options has been very well 
thought out and the boot is of a useful 
size for a city car but 224 litres won’t go 
that far after a major supermarket 
splurge. Fold the rear seats and 747 
litres is opened up. 

The Ka is available in four trim levels 
but the diesel engine can only be 
specified in conjunction with range¬ 
topping Zetec trim. All Ka models have 
an MP3 compatible CD stereo with an 
AUX input, electric power steering with 
a wheel that’s adjustable for height, 

ABS brakes and twin front airbags. The 
Zetec adds a raft of other items 
including 15-inch alloy wheels, front fog 
lights, remote central locking, a trip 
computer, air-conditioning and a heated 
windscreen. 

The diesel engine’s emissions and fuel 
economy are certainly impressive, the 
engine obviously tuned to be thrifty 
rather than thrilling. The Ka TDCi can 
return 67.3mpg on the combined cycle 
and it emits just 112g/km of C02. It 
costs £700 more than the 55mpg petrol 
but buyers who cover big mileages 
might be persuaded that the sums add 
up. The residual values should be 
buoyant too. 

The original Ka has rightly been hailed 
as a design classic and scooped up all 
manner of awards to that effect. Times 
have changed and recreating the first 
Ka’s avant-garde cuteness and verve for 
the modern market was a difficult and 
risky proposition. Instead, Ford has 
created another supremely competent 
product that betters its city car rivals 
for quality, driving dynamics and all¬ 
round sophistication. 

Does it have the uniqueness, the 
attitude or the desirability of a classic 
city car? Possibly not but that shouldn’t 
stop it from being objectively the best. 
As for this diesel-engined model, it’s 
ood but only worthy of consideration 
y high mileage drivers.

GLEN Alzapiedi is back¬ 
ing the Ware presence to 
play a big part in Harlow 
Town’s bid to win the 
Ryman League division 
one north title. 

Up to eight former Ware 
players could be Hawks first 
team regulars that start the 
2009-10 campaign under 
Alzapiedi, former boss of the 
East Herts club. 

Central defender Laurie 
Stewart, striker John Frendo and 
left-back Michael Bardie all 
joined Alzapiedi when he took 
over from Ryan Kirby as Harlow 
boss in December. 

Alzapiedi has also been 
boosted by the arrival of several 
other ex-Ware players. 

Left-sided midfielder Joe 
Stevens and defender Dave 
Blower have joined goalkeeper 
Richard Hayward and midfield¬ 
er Kai Ramshaw at Barrows 
Farm. 

Alzapiedi said: “If circum¬ 
stances had been different I 
believe Ware would have won 
the league [Ryman division one 
north] last season. They have the 
potential to go for it again.” 

The future of another Ware 
player, striker Chris Ellerbeck, is 
uncertain at Harlow. 

Ellerbeck was one of five 
players expected to be at Harlow 
next season who played in the 
first round of the FA Cup for 
Ware against Blue Square 
Premier side Kidderminster 
Harriers in November 2007.
